NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 8th September, 1995 

G.S-R. 626 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 186 of the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (Panchayats) Regulation, 1994, the President hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1 . Short title extent and commencement. —(1) These rules may be called the Finance Commission for the Union terri¬ 
tory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Conditions of Service and other Miscellaneous Provisions) Rules, 1995. 

(2) They shall apply to the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

(3) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) "Administrator" means the Administrator of the Union territory appointed under article 239 of the Constitution; 

(b) "Chairman" and "Member" means the Chairman and member of the Finance Commission appointed under sub¬ 
rule (2) of rule 3; 

(c) "Commission" means Finance Commission constituted under section 186 of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
(Panchayats) Regulation, 1994; 

(d) "Official Gazette" means the Gazette of India; 

(e) "Regulation" means the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Panchayats) Regulation, 1994. 

(f) "section" means the section of the Regulation; 

(g) "Union territory" means the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 

3. Composition of the Finance Commission. —(1) The Finance Commission shall consist of a Chairman and such 
number of other members, not exceeding four as the President may determine. 
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(2) The Chairman and the Members shall be appointed by the President by order published in the Official Gazette: 
Provided that no person who is— 

(a) a member of the Council of Ministers of the Union or of a State or of a Union Territory; or 

(b) a member of a legislature of a State or of the Union Territory or member of Parliament; or 

(c) a Chairperson or Deputy Chairperson or member or an employee of a Panchayat or a Municipality of any Union 
Territory; 

shall be eligible for appoitment as Chairman or Member of the Commission. 

4. Qualifications for appointment.— (\) The Chairman shall be selected for appointment from amongst persons who 

have experience in Public Administration or in finance and economic administration or in administration of Union Territories.

(2) The Member shall be selected for appointment from amongst persons who have— 

(a) special knowledge of the finance and accounts of Central Government or State Government, or of a Union 
Territory Government; or 

(b) wide experience in financial matters of institutions of self-government including the Panchayats or Municipalities 
and in the administration thereof; or 

(c) special knowledge of economics. 

5. Term of appointment. —Subject to the provisions of section 186, the Chairman and Member shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the President for such period as may be specified in order of appointment issued under sub-rule (2) of rule 3, 

6. Disqualification for being the Chairman and Member.-—A person shall be disqualified for being appointed as 
Chairman or Member if he— 

(a) is not a citizen of India; or 

(b) is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent court; or 

(c) is adjudged as undischarged insolvent; or 

(d) is convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for an offence, which in the opinion of the President, involves moral 
turpitude; or 

(e) has, subject to the satisfaction of the President, such financial or other interest in the administration of the Union 
Territory aS hiS functioning as a Chairman or a member is likely to affect prejudicially. 

7. Conditions of Service of Chairman and Members. —(1) The Chairman and Member shall, as the President may in 
each case specify in the order of appointment issued under sub-rule (2) of rule 3, render whole time or part-time service to the 
Commission. 

(2) The Chairman and Member shall be paid a fixed salary of Rs. 8,000 and Rs. 7,500 respectively per month : 

Provided that if a Member is appointed to render part-time service to the Commision, he shall be paid a fixed fee 
of Rs. 4,000 per month. 

(3) The other terms and conditions of service of the Chairman and the Members shall be such as are applicable to the 
highest grade Central Government officer. 
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8. Resignation.~Thc Chairman or Member may, by writing under his hand addressed to the President, resign from 
his office. 

9. Removal. —The President may, by order duly published in the Official Gazette, remove the Chairman or Member 
fro m the office if that person :— 

(a) after appointment has become subject to any of the disqualifications referred to in rule 6; or 

(b) has, in the opinion of the President, so abused the position of Chairman or Member as to render his continuance 
in office as Chairman or Member undesirable : 

Provided that no person shall be removed under'clause (e) or rule 6, or under this clause (h) of this rule until 

that person has been given a reasonable opportunity of being heard in the matter. 

10. Vacancy in office of Chairman. —If the office of the Chairman becomes vacant or the Chairman is unable to 
discharge his functions owing to authorised absence, illness or any other cause, such Member of the Commission as the Presi¬ 
dent may, by order published in the Official Gazette specify, shall discharge the functions of the Chairman until a new Chairman 
is appointed and assumes office or, as the case may be, the Chairman resumes his duties. 

11 . Staff of the. Commission —( 1 ) The Administrator shall provide the Commission a Secretary and such other em¬ 
ployees as may be necessary for the efficient performance of the functions of the Commission under the Regulation. 

(2) The terms and conditions of service of the Secretary and other employees referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be such 
as are applicable to a Government officer/Official of equivalent grade. 

12. Headquarter of the Commission. —The Headquarter of the Commission shall be at New Delhi. 

13. Procedure. —The Commission shall regulate its own procedure for discharge of its functions including holding of 
its meetings. 

14. Functions of the Commission. —The Commision shall review the financial position of the Panchayats and make 
recommendations to the President as to— 

(a) the principles which should govern— 

(i) the determination of taxes, duties, tolls, fees which may be assigned to or appropriated by the Panchayats, 

(ii) the grants-in-aid to the Panchayats from the Consolidated Fund of India; 

(b) the measure needed to improve the financial position of the Panchayats; 

(c) any other matter referred to it by the President in the interest of sound finances of the Panchayats. 

15. Powers of the Commission. —(1) The Commission shall have all the powers of a civil court, under the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908 while trying a suit, in respect of the following matters, namely :■— 

* 

(a) summoning and enforcing the attendence of witnesses; 

(b) requiring the production of any document; 

(c) requisitioning any public record from any court or office. 

(2) The Commission shall have powers to require any person to furnish information on such points or matters as in the 
opinion of the Commission may be useful for or relevant to, any matter under consideration of the Commission and any person 
so required shall, notwithstanding anything contained in any other taw for the time being in force, be deemed to be legally 
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bound to furnish such information within the meaning of Section 176 of the Indian Penal Code. 

Explanation .—For the purpose of enforcing the attendance of witnesses, the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
Commission shall be the limits of the Union Territory. 

16. Submission of Report of Commission.— (\) The Commission shall submit its report containing its recommenda¬ 
tions to the President and the Administrator, as soon as possible. 

(2) The President shall cause every recommendation made by the Commission together with an explanatory memo¬ 
randum as to the action taken thereon to be laid before both Houses of Parliament.
